THE Commanicr in Chief orders the céffa 
between the United Srares of America and the King of Great 

Britain, to be publicly proclainied to-morrow at twelve o’clock, 

at the new. building } and that. the proclamation which.will be 

communicated herewith, be read to morrow-eveniog at- the 
head of every regiment and corps of the army ; after Which 
the chaplains, with the feveral brigadesy will render thanks to 


Almighty God for all his: mercies, ‘particularly for his. over- 


ruling the wrath of man to his own glory, and caufing the rage 
of war to ceale among the nations. 
Although the proclam ition ‘befdre 


alluded to extends only 


to the prohibition. of hoffilities, and not to the annunciation of - 


a general peace, yet it muft afford the moft rational and fincere 
farisfaction to every benevolent mind, as it puts.a period to a 
Jong and doubtful conteft, ' ftops the cffufion of human blood, 
opens the profpect to a more fplendid fcene, and, like another 
morning ftar, promifes the approach of a brighter “- than 
hath hitherto illuminated the weftern hemifphere. On. fuch a 
happy day; which is the, harbinger of peace, a day which com- 
pletes the eighth year of the’ war, it would be ingratitude not 
to rejoice ; it would be infenfibility not to participate in the ge- 
neral felicity. . 

The Commander in Chief, far from endeavouring to ftifle 
the feelings of joy in his own bofom, offers his, molt. cordial 
congratulations on the occafon to all. the. officers of every de- 
nomination ; to ‘all the troops of the United States in general ; 
and in particular to chofe gallant and perfevering men, who had 
refolved to defend the rights of their invaded country, fo long 
as the war. fhould continue. For thefe are the men who 
ought to be confidered as the pride and boaft of the American 
army} afd who, crowned with well-earned laurels, may foon 

withdraw from the field of glory to the more tranquil walks of 
civil life. While the Commander in Chief recolleéts the al- 
moft infinite variety of {cenes through which we have paft, 
with a mixture of pleafure, aftonifhment, and gratitude ;_ while 
he contemplates the profpects before us with rapture, he cannot 
help withing that all the brive men, of whatever Condition they 
may be, who have fhared the toils and dangers of effecting this 
glorious revolution ;,of refcuing millions from the hand of op.
